The Supreme Court, in session at Ilarris- 


burg, have made the following decision : 


1. When a road has once been opened 


by the supervisors, its location cannot after- 
wards be altered by another supervisor, fur 
the purpose of placing it on what he may 
suppose to be its proper site. 


2. All authority under tlie order to open

to its proper width. 


4. When a track ha= once been made on
